This amendment is submitted in response to the final office action dated November 18, 
2004 ("Final Office Action") in which the Examiner objected to certain claims and rejected the 
claims as obvious (35 U.S.C. §103) over prior art. On January the attorney for Applicants 
and the Examiner held a phone interview discussing the rejection. No agreement was reached. 
Applicants have amended claims 1, 15, and 29 to distinguish over the cited art and made other 
amendments to certain claims to clarify the requirements.
